of his work was naecepted and finally, 
when the St. Louis chalk-plate process 
came in, enabling small papers to 
make and publish illustrations of 
their own, Brown was hired as an art- 
ist.

Brown was getting along well until 
the sinking of the Maine. He was 
handicapped in the making of that fl- 
lustration by the fact that he didn't 
know how to draw water.

After 
that, he saved all the New York pa- 
pers and, when he was stuck, copled 
something from these files, Then came 
the Boer war and he drew, from pho-

By the time Brown had worked for 
the Spectator four years, he was not 
only doing political cartoons, por- 
traits of prominent persons, pictures 
of local interest, and tllustrations for

In the four 
years he had worked up to $9 per 
week and had saved $200. With this 


he came to New York. He is now one 
of the highest paid illustrators in the 
world.
